known as the Edenborn Brake, in Winn 
Parish.-.Louisiana, according to Carl- 
ton F. JPoole ot the Louisiana State 
Conservation Department. 


The age of the tree has been placed 


at 2500 years by Professor 
Herman 


Schrenl; o! St. Louis and other scien- 
tists who have examined it. According 
to records, it is exceeded in lengevity 
only. by the Santa Maria.del Tule cy- 
press, near Oaxaca, Mexico. 5000 to 
GOUO years old: the Dragon tree 
at 


Orotava. Island of Teneriffe, 4500 years 
old, the Redwood tree. California. 4000 
years old. and the Baoab tree, Senegal. 
4000 years old. 


The Edenborn cypress was buddeing 


into life when Jerusalem was taken by 
Nebuchadnezzar. Tt was a lusty young 
sprout when the battles of Marathon 
and Thermopylae 
wore fought, and 


when Assyria was at ;he apex of world 
dominion and when-Rome was a village 
of mud roads and hovels. The tree was 
600 years old when Christ was born in 
Bethlehem, a veteran when the Roman 
legions were withdrawn front Britain 
to leave the savage tribe's of those is- 
lands to -fight out their differences, and 
•was more' than 2000 years old . when 
Columbus sailed Into the Atlantic to 
begin his voyage of discovery . 
* The tree was one of-a number of its 
kind in a track of pina timber bought 
by William Edenborn some years ago 
and when logging began he refused to 
permit' it and three others almost . as 
'urge, to be felled, although the giant 
contains approximately 23,000 feet of 
lumber. 
It is peculiarly situated for 


one of its species, for'while" the sypress 
usually grows in swamps, the Eden- 
born specimen stands in a hollow be- 
tween hills. 


One 
of 
the three cypresses 
left 


standing with 
it was felled, by 
a 


storm some months ago. Mr. Eden- 
born Has offered the aged giant and its 
two companions to the Conservation 
Department to do with them as it sees 
fit, s» long as none is injured.

It must be a wonderful experience to push on into the "Arctic 


regions until the northern lights are seen to the south. But 
Donald McMillan, Arctic explorer, who reports such a feat, 
gave the native Eskimos a glimpse of greater wonders to them 
than their flaming skies and crackling atmosphere were to 
him. 


In an uncharted tract near Baffin Land he showed the natives 
motion-picture scenes of crowded cities, "colleges, street cars 
and battleships."

deadly ailment Even those who escaped suffered keenly from 
nostalgia and were eager to return to their arctic home. Cli- 
matic conditions become a part of man's life and when they 
are exchanged too radically nature itself is apt to rebel. This 
is especially true in the case of primitive races accustomed to 
the simple life in a quiet land, far from the frets, alarm'Tand 
hurry of civilization.

A Two-Sided Question. 


In harmony with the policy of his predecessor, President 


Lowell of Harvard University, in his annual report, urgently 
contends'that boys should be put through college at an earlier 
age than is usual. He says, convincingly enough, that boys 
who enter college late are drawn away from .cultural courses 
by their inevitable eagerness to'prepare for their future work 
and are likely to crowd their college course into three years, 
thus losing much of great value which they might secure by 
entering a year earlier. It has been believed by many parents, 
on the other hand, that if their boys were not sent to college 
until the age of 18 or 19 they would have a greater because a 
maturer appreciation of their opportunity and therefore would 
take advantage of it to a larger extent. Obviously this is one 
of those questions on both sides of which there is much to be 
said. 


There is one practical objection to President Lowell's plan. 


A boy sent to college as early as 17 is likely, under present 
arrangements to be obliged to shorten his high school course, 
omitting from it desirable studies and rendering college admis- 
sion doubtful. Nevertheless there is much point in President 
Lowell's argument that there should be time for cultural 
studies in adolescence, before desirejfor professional training 
determines the student's attitude. Cultural education is of 
course the real province of the college, special professional 
training appropriately belonging to a later period in the stu- 
'dent'slife.

The moment she feels Jhat an 
opponent is more powerful she surrenders. She pleaded ancl 
begged for an armistice under circumstances in which the 
'Allies would have considered that they had just begun to fight. 
We did not quit after Sedan. We fought to the finish, we lost j 
and we paid. If Germany forces another fight on us she will 1 


••not stay our hands by crying'Kamerad.'"

the world, and Germany may well take note of the warning in' 
his concluding words. The Allies had the victor's right to die- j.

MAINTAINS CALLING'S 


HIGHEST TRADITIONS 


(By Associated Press) 


Xorth Adams, Mass.—In this winter 


of heavy snows in New England the 
country doctor has been subjected to 
unusual hardships.

This 
committee, 


-which has been 
at 
work 
several 


months, has made a thorough-going 
social and statistical study of tramps, 
organized vagrants, gypsies, and other 
anti-social types In the country, and 
now suggests penal laws designed to 
make good citizens oJ persons in the 
classes named. 


According to.the proposed laws a. 


person liable to arrest as a vagrant 
must first be warned by the local au- 
thorities. At the same time the of- 
ficers must take such constructive 
steps as trying to find work and lodg- 
ing lor the. vagrant. This may be done 
through local employment 
bureaus, 


poorhouses and municipal- institutions 
ol similar type. ( If the person reverts 
to -vagrancy and again makes himself 
liable to arrest, he may be sentenced 
to enforced labor for two, and in ex- 
treme cases for three years. For good 
behavior the culprit may be released 
under probation, and will be helped to 
establish himself In a gainful occu- 
pation. 


The committee further recommends 


that women, o£ low repute be treated 
as, Vagrants, though it is held that 
every effort should be made to 
re- 


deem them to orderly life through the 
work of .social institutions especially 
organized for this purpose.
